A very rare edition which, according to the description of Julian 
Notary's in Dibdin's Typographical Antiquities, Vol. III, p. 590, may be 
attributed to that printer. This though not agreeing exactly with that 
description is evidently from the same press. T he woodcuts are those used 
by Pynson. 

This is apparently a translation into English of the famous Compost 
et Kalendriers des Bergiers,“ a work once of the greatest popularity, as is 
1 by the numerous editions of it, all of which are now of the greatest 
rarity. The work is written in prose and verse, and besides an Almanack, 
Directions for finding Easter and other movable Feasts, the Eelipses, 
Descriptions of the Months, etc., contains several curious Pieces, amongst

Good 
it is not to hearken to women, better it is, not to beholde them, and much 
better it is, not to touch them. To this ſinne belongeth foule woꝛdeg , villai⸗ 
nous ſongs, diſboneſt touchings, the which abhozrethnot bawdeg, harlots, 
whooꝛes, and ſuch as frequent and perſeuerin the lame.

gious man ought to know their oꝛders and keepe them, and aboue al thing 


ought to know the lawe of God, and teach them vnto the ignoꝛant. And 
thus ok allother vocations . Foz all them that no we not their vocation bee 
not woꝛthy to be, and liue in perill of their louleg fox their ignorante. The 
fifth that all men ought to know, is ik he haue dilcretion and vnderſtanding⸗ 
to know ik he be in the grace of God, oꝛ not. And how beit right difficile, foz 
God onely knoweth it, neuerthelelle we may haue coniectutes thar ſheweth 
it, and and ſufficient loꝛ ſbepheards and lay people to knoo; they be in the 
loue of the Lo2d; and if they haue coniecture to be in it thereloe chere 


none to repnt e themfelues tuft, but ought to humble themſenies, andaſke 


hiin mercy and fozginenes that mabeth linners becdite int, and none other.

The coniectures whereby we may know ik we bee in the grace ol God oꝛ 
not. The firſt coniecture is when we doe trauaile foz to cleanſe our conſci- 
ence of our ſoules by penaunce as much as if wee laboured to get ſoine great 
good, that we be not culpable of any deadly ſinne rommited, oz intended to 
be committed, nc2. in any ſentence, then is it good toniecturing to bee in the 
graceof God, Thelecond coniecture that manileſteth in like maner to be in 
the grace ol God, is when we be moꝛe pꝛompt and ready to good, obteruing 
and keeping the commaundements of God, and do all good wetkes that we 
Could haue accuſtomed, The third coniecture is when we doe heare glad⸗ 
ly the wozd of God, as ſermens and good counſatlers fo} cur ſaluation. The 
fourth is when we be ſozie and contrite at our heart to haue commiſed and 
done any ſinne. The fift is when with good purpoſe and will of our ſclues 
we perſeuer to keepe vs from ſinne in time to come. Theſe coniectures bee 
they whereby Shepheards and lay people doknowo rf they be in the grace of 
God oz not, as much as in them is poſſible to know. The ſixt thing that c- 
Uery man ougit to know is God, fox all men ought to know God, to accom- 
pliſh his tommaundement, by the which he would be loued with all thy hart, 
with all thy ſoule, and with all the fozce that we haue, which we may not do, 
it wee know him no e then hee that woulde loue God, ought to know him. 
and the moe that they know him, the moze they loue him, wherefc}e heere⸗ 
aſter ſbalt be ſaide how ſbepheards and ſimple people doe know him. Shep⸗ 
heards and ſimple people loꝛ to haue knowledge of God of thcir pollibilitie 
conſidering thꝛee things, The kirſt is, that they conlider the right great ri⸗ 
ches of God, his puillaunte, his ſoueraigne dignitte, his ſouttaigne noble⸗ 
nelle, his ſoueraigne ioy and bliſſe. The ſecond is foꝛ that they ednſider the 
right ne ble, right great, and maruellous operations, and woꝛus ol our L old 
God, And the third conſideration is, fox that they conſider the innumerable 
benekits, that they haue receiued of God, and that continually euery dap they 
receiue ofhtin; and by theſe conſiderations, they come to his ecgniſance and 
knowledge. Firſt to now God, Shepheards and lap people conereth 
his great riches,plenteous abundance ofthe goodneſle that hee hath, lo all 
the treaſures and richeg of heauen and o the earth be his, and all goodnes 
He bath made, ofthe which he is fountaine, creatour, and maiſter, and diſtri⸗ 
buteth them largely vnto euery creature, and he hath no neede of any other. 
Whereloꝛe it behooueth to ſay, that he is right rich. Secondly, he is right pu⸗ 
iſant, fo2 by his great puiſſaunce hee hath made heauen, earth, andthe ſea, 
with all things containing vnto them, aud might vndo them, if that it were 
his will vato the which puillance all oeher be lübiect, and treinbleth 1 2 
2 un 
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him fox his great extellentie. And who that woulde conſider cuery woꝛke of 
God ſhould cind enough to maruell on. By the firtof theſe conſiderations 


God is knowne to be right rich by gifts that hee giueth to his friendes. and 


by th? ſecond he is knowen right puiſſaunt foꝛ tovenge him on his enemies; 
Thirdly, he is ſoueraignely woꝛthp, oz all the things of heauen and okearth 
o weth him honour and reuerence, as to their Creatout and him that made 
them, as we ſee childzen honour father and mother of whom they be deſcen⸗ 


ded by a generation, and all things be deſcendedof Godby a creation; vnto 


whom cught tobe giuen great reuerence, and he is ſo wozthy. Fourthly.he 
is ſoueraignely noble. fox who that is ſoucraignely rich, puiſlant, and wozthy, 
him behoueth to be ſoueraignelp noble, but none other but God hath riches, 
puiſlance, and dignitie, as he hath, whereſoze ot ſuch nobles ought to be ſaid 
that he is right noble. Fiftlp, He hath loueraigne top, foz hee that is rich, 
puillant, wozthy and right noble, is not without ſoueraigne iop, and this 
ioy is full ot goodneſſe, and ought to be our felicitie, tothe which wee hope to 
come. That is to know and ſee God in his loueraigne top and gladneſſe, fo2 
to haue with him eternall toy that euer ball dure.

the earth the right noble and maruellous wozkes of God the gold, the ſiluer, 
and al maner of mettalls, and pꝛecious tones in it the fruits that it beareth; 
the trees; the beaſles that it ſuſtaineth, and ok the bountie that it nouriſh⸗

Be it in like manner conſidered of the Sea, the riuers, and the fb nouri⸗ 
ſhed in them. The weather. the elements, the ape, the winds, and the birds 
that flieth in them, and all the vſage and ſeruice of man. And conſider the 
woꝛkman that ot his puiſlance hath al made, and by his ſapiente hath right 
well oꝛdered his woꝛ ies, and gouerneth them by his great bountie, and by
